School social problems aired

The school board yesterday heard 
additional testimony stemming from 
charges that racial or at least broad 
social problems in the schools require 
extraordinary measures 


In the end board chairman Karl Braun 
reaffirmed his determination to listen to 
dialogue, from the community, and to 
await the outcome of action by broadly- 
based committees already working on 
the question. 


There were these highlights: 
— Nancy Fitch, president of Lompoc 
Mental Health Association, and the 
author of a letter two weeks ago that 


brought the question into public view, 
said further investigation showed the 
problems in the schools were not strictly 
racial. Nevertheless she said there 
seemed to be a lot of fights and a lot of 
disorder, some of it, she conceded, off 
campus. She had previously urged the 
hiring of an expert on social problems to 
aid the district.

Lompoc High School, told the board 
relations

Later he ticked off some incidents that 
resulted in fights or near fights and said 
stories that 300 persons had been 
involved in one of the incidents were 
false. 


Mitchell strongly denies 
part in Watergate plans 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- Former 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell 
today steadfastly denied under the 
sharpest questioning of the 42-day 
Watergate cover-up trial that he ever 
approved the plans that lead to the 1972 
break-in. 
Chief trial prosecutor James F. Neal 
failed to shake Mitchell’s story during a 
number of heated exchanges, some of 
them so bitter that U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica interrupted to admonish 
the two men. 
At one point Neal told Mitchell, “If 
you’ll just answer my questions then we 
can move along.’’ 
“Mr. Neal,” Mitchell replied, “we’ll 
answer your questions my way and then 
we’ll go on." 
“Let’s not argue,” Sirica said. 
Mitchell, Richard M. Nixon’s former 
campaign manager and the first of the 
five defendants to take the stand, was 
asked specifically by Neal about three 
meetings 
in 
early 
1972 
in 
which 
campaign 
aide 
G. 
Gordon 
Liddy 
presented him with the intelligence- 
gathering plans that eventually led to 
Watergate. 
Neal: “You say you turned it (the 
plan) off. Isn’t it a fact you turned it off 
because you didn’t like the price tag?” 
Mitchell: “That's not correct.” 
Neal: “Did you fire Mr. Liddy?” 
Mitchell. “He wasn't working for 
me.” 
Neal: “Did you suggest that (deputy 
campaign 
director 
Jeb 
Stuart) 
Magruder fire Liddy ... this one-man 


crime wave?” 
Mitchell: “No, I don’t believe so.” 
Then Neal asked Mitchell whether he 
had 
advised 
former 
Commerce 
Secretary Maurice H. Stans, the re- 
election finance chairman, or White 
House aides H R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman, or even Nixon of Liddy’s 
illegal plans. 
“No sir,” Mitchell replied to each 
name mentioned. 
Neal: “Did you advise anybody in the 
2,000 persons sworn to enforce the law at 
the Department of Justice?” 
Mitchell: “I did not.” 
Neal: 
“Do you know why Liddy 
thought it (the plan) might interest 
you?” 
Mitchell: “I do not.” 
Neal also asked Mitchell about a 
conversation in June, 1972, in which 
Liddy allegedly announced his plan to 
bug 
the suite of Sen. 
George S. 
McGovern at the Democratic National 
Convention in Miami Beach. Mitchell 
allegedly replied that Liddy should be 
sure he got the bug out before Mitchell 
arrived to stay in that same suite a few 
weeks later during the Republican 
convention. 
“Absolutely untrue,” Mitchell replied. 
William 
G. 
Hundley, 
Mitchell’s 
lawyer, objected to some of Neal’s 
questions. 
“I ’m sure we can work it out, Mr. 
Neal,” Mitchell said sarcastically. 
“I ’m sure we will,” Neal said, leaning 
over the rostrum and glaring at the 
witness.

Robert Bickford, 
principal of 
Cabrillo High School, cited a series of 
changes he’s noted in the campus scene, 
but said later that there wasn’t any 
problem that couldn’t be solved. 
— Bernard Moulton, principal of 
Maple 
High 
School; 
Robert Mott, 
principal of Lompoc Junior High School; 
and Dr. Bill Williams, principal of 
Vandenberg Junior High School, offered 
individual testimony indicating that 
while there are problems, campus 
relations seemed to be improved over 
the recent past. 
— Lew Copeland, official of Lompoc 
Drop In Center for youth, said he didn’t 
see “any terrible problem” existing at 
the moment. 
— Betty Biggs and Alberta Morgan in 
separate statements challenged those 
who, they felt, were minimizing the 
problem. Mrs. Biggs said “I ’d hate to 
see us drag our feet on this problem the 
way we did on the drug problem.” 
— Supt. Glen Wegner noted signs he 
said indicated a deterioration of student 
behavior in the schools. 
— Carol Risch deplored the use of the 
term “racial,” and characterized the 
problems as deeply rooted and broadly 
based. 
In the end it was statements by Robert 
Thompson, curriculum coordinator; and 
Asst. Supt. Mel Wilde that won general 
praise. The two noted the broad social 
and economic changes impacting on 
students and other changes that were 
not fully understood.

In 
a 
companion 
measure, 
also 
unanimously passed, the panel enacted 
city sewer rate increases which, by 
April, 1976, will mean that Lompoc 
home sewer bills will have soared 1,000 
per cent since the mid 1960s 
Not more than 40 spectators turned 
out for the climax of a 
four-year 
administrative crusade to lash together 
the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Regional 
Wastewater Treatment Project. 
In 
a 
report 
to 
council, 
City 
Administrator Gene Wählers called it an 
“absolutely 
horrendous” 
municipal 
campaign beset by a presidential fund 
impoundment, wildfire inflation, local 
funding snags, shifting environmental 
strictures and bureaucratic delays. 
In the end, it didn’t look like a 
“regional” system at all, with the 
Federal Correctional Institution and, 
lately, Mission Hills broken from the 
ranks. 
But at 5:43 p.m. yesterday, a telegram 
from Sacramento confirmed that the 
truncated project had been approved for 
87.5 per cent combined state and federal 
grant funding. 
“While the costs are high,” Wählers 
told the council and audience, “I believe 
that as we look back through the years, 
we’re going to see that we’ve taken care 
of our problems ..We’ve met our needs 
for a sewer plant beyond the year 2000.” 
After Oct. 1 project construction bids 
came in at $16.8 million, fully 40 per cent 
beyond March estimates, the city staff 
set about to trim costs, Wählers said. 
Cutting a feature to recycle treated 
sewage back into the water table, 
combined with last week’s withdrawal 
of Mission Hills and other miscellaneous 
cuts, will trim $2.5 million off the total 
project cost, Wählers said. 
Üie council last night awarded the 
$14,111,304 contract for the construction 
of a new Central Avenue sewage 
treatment 
plant 
to 
Gentry-Redos 
Construction Co. of Corona. A $646,811 
contract 
for 
Vandenberg 
Village 
interceptor lines went to the Henson 
Construction Co. The new total came to 
$14,758,115. The system will still be able 
to handle Mission Hills sewage if 
Lompoc Utility Services Co. buys into it 
later. 
The local bill for the work amounts to 
$2 million for Lompoc and $500,000 for 
the Park Water Co. of Vandenberg 
Village. 
The burden this will place on Lompoc 
residents was obvious to the most casual 
observer. In another action, the council 
hiked city home sewage rates from $4 to 
$8 per month effective the first of next 
year and to $6 monthly per unit for 
apartments and mobile home spaces. 
In the same unanimous vote, the panel 
enacted a further increase to $10 
monthly for homes and $7.50 for rental 
units effective April 1, 1976. This, 
Wählers said, will satisfy a federal law 
requiring that the project pay for itself 
over 30 years. 
This federal requirement, he said, is 
intended 
to guarantee 
the 
federal 
government that this area won’t ask for 
another sewage system grant after 
several years. 
It is a measure of modern inflation, 
said Mayor E C. Stevens, that only in 
the mid 1960s, a city sewage committee 
estimated that the city’s wastewater 
dilemma could be solved for $400,000. At 
that time, the city sewage rate was a 
modest $1 per month. That was hiked to 
$2 
at 
the 
urging of 
the 
sewage 
committee, chaired by local banker 
George Cotsenmoyer, to build up a 
contingency fund for needed future 
expansion. 
When Proposition D, enabling the city 
to sell $1.5 million in revenue bonds to 
pay the city’s share for the regional

project, was overwhelmingly passed by 
voters in 1972, the city had estimated 
that a local sewer rate of $5 would do the 
trick. 
But 
this 
was 
followed 
by 
an 
environmental clamp down on Lompoc 
sewage. 
And 
a 
presidential 
impoundment of anti-pollution grant 
funds stalled the endeavor for a year 
while the country’s inflation brush fire 
roared into a holocaust 
Three months ago, the council boosted 
the sewer rate to $4 to cover increased 
project costs. That rate was doubled 
again last night for the same reason. 
Wählers said that about $500,000 from 
the original sewer plant expansion fund 
would be used to help pay for the city’s 
$2 million regional project bill. 
“The library got quite a bit of that 
sewer 
fund, 
isn’t that 
right, 
Mr. 
Wählers?” asked I^wrence Cazenave. 
“That’s 
entirely 
incorrect,” 
the 
administrator snapped back, adding that 
the city has a firm commitment from 
Park Water Co. that the firm will live up 
to their end of the deal. 
Mel Schweigard of 3545 Constellation 
Road in the Village complained of not 
having a vote in 1972 when the city 
committed itself to the regional sewage 
scheme, pleading, “It’s going to jam one 
of us and we’re going to have to pay to 
help you (city) people out...I feel like 
I’ve been had.” 
“There’s no way Park Water Co. 
would 
be able to correct the sewage 
problems Vandenberg Village has for 
$500,000,” 
Wählers 
answered 
The 
administrator 
added 
that 
private 
companies like Park Water couldn’t 
hope to qualify for an 87.5 per cent 
sewage system grant as the regional 
project has 
“Some idiot in Washington decided 
that we have to pay for this thing in 30 
years,” asserted C.H. Reynolds, a 
retired colonel. “Now, who was he and 
where did he get that authority?” 
“The U.S. Congress passed that law 
and it was signed by the President of the 
United 
States,” 
Wählers 
calmly 
answered. His report to the council 
indicated that this law is now under fire 
and a repeal of it could save $2 from 
local sewer rates. 
Harley Craig of 139 North G St. was 
himself a councilman when the city 
constructed 
the 
present 
sewage 
treatment plant in the early 1960s, only 
to find that thousands had to be spent to 
rectify faulty construction before it 
could go on the line. Craig urged the 
council to guard against construction 
errors this time. 
Wählers answered that 10 per cent of 
the project cost, totaling over $1 million, 
will be withheld until after “detailed 


inspection procedures” were completed 
after construction. 
Leroy Scolari of North G St voiced 
concern over the amount of area growth 
being designed into the project and said 
he felt the system is overdesigned. 
Stevens answered him that sewage 
treatment capacity is not in itself an 
inducement to rampant growth Brown 
and Caldwell Co., the city’s engineering 
contractor for the system, based project 
design in its June, 1972 study on an area 
population leap from now until about the 
year 2,000 from a present figure of 44.000 
people to 83,000 
Alberta Morgan of Lompoc railed 
against what she termed lack of public 
opportunity for input in the decision on 
the regional system. Refusing to yield 
the floor before Stevens called a 10- 
minute cooling-off break, she was told 
by Stevens that reports and documents 
on the project have always been 
available to the public and that a string 
of public hearings on the project have 
been held. 
Stevens praised what he termed 
Wählers’ 
“fantastic 
administrative 
ability” in ushering the difficult project 
to the contract stage. The mayor said 
his only reservation about the endeavor 
is the increased burden the higher sewer 
rates will put on citizens living on a 
fixed income. 
“There’s going to be a hell of a lot less 
beans eaten,” Reynolds had said of the 
impact of the doubled and 
redoubled 
rates. 
Councilwoman 
Charlotte 
Benton 
opined that city sewer rates will come to 
seem much smaller in the coming years 
and Councilman Emil Scolari offered 
that any other way of solving the city’s 
sewage dilemma would only cost more. 
Councilman Art Scott said that he’d 
heard many understandable complaints 
about the inflation-stoked high sewer 
rates and project costs but “nobody has 
given me a solution to the problem.” 
Also up for Stevens’ praise was 
Cotsenmoyer, who was Lompoc's mayor 
in 1972, when the city entered into the 
regional sewage plan. 
The project is estimated to take over 
two years to construct and is the city’s 
largest 
municipal 
construction 
enterprise ever. Ground breaking may 
take place later this winter. 
Without it, city officials say, growth in 
this area would be hobbled in the late 
1970s, when the Space Shuttle project 
and other factors are expected to put 
pressures on the city to expand 
But after all the unexpected reversals 
of the past four years, Stevens said, it 
may turn out in the end that the city 
could have cleaned up its sewage mess 
cheaper 
by 
forgoing 
the 
regional 
concept arid going it alone.

by 22.7 per cent, permitted veterans to 
borrow up to $600 more a year and 
extend their schooling an extra year. 
Ford said an 18 per cent increase and 
no loan program or extended training 
time would meet his approval, but that

Patrol figuratively laces on 
enforcement boxing gloves this 
week for the annual 40-day 
battle with drunk drivers. 
An 
increase 
in 
drinking 
d riv e rs 
“ u n fo rtu n ately 
c h a r a c te r iz e s 
the 
Thanksgiving-through-New 
Year’s 
holiday 
period 
and 
enforcement 
n ecessarily 
moves up several notches,” 
CHP Commissioner Dan Lanza 
said 
Lanza 
predicted 
“ 25,000 
drunk driver arrests during 
November 
and 
December. 
During the first 10 months of 
1974 
we 
arrested 
103,874 
drunks, about 10,000 per month. 
We’ll increase that as much as 
25 per cent during this critical 
period.” 
CHP drunk driving arrests 
totaled just under 120.000 in 
1973, an all-time high which 
should be exceeded by eight or 
ten thousand this year. 
Municipal police emphasis 
goes up correspondingly during 
the 
holiday 
period. 
“ City 
officers as a group typically 
match or slightly exceed CHP 
totals, so the drinking driver 
can expect real pressure this 
year ” 
The 
Patrol’s 
long-time 
emphasis on drinking driver 
enforcement 
“ could 
be 
catching up with the problem.’’ 
Lanza 
said 
“ Ten-month 
statistics for 1974 show a 9 9 
per cent year-to-year drop in 
the 
number of 
intoxicated 
drivers listed as the primary 
cause of accidents. Maybe the 
message is beginning to get 
through.” 
Lanza said the “ drinking 
drivers we catch really are the 
lucky ones. They’ll spend a few 
hours in jail sobering up, be 
fined $300 or more, perhaps 
lose their license for awhile, 
and probably miss a day’s pay 
while they’re in court. But 
eventually they will be driving 
again. 
“ The ones we don’t get to in 
time are the unlucky people. 
They go to the hospital or the 
morgue.”

Palestinians, 
but

“ some of them” were detained

PLO members said Tuesday 
they would impose the death 
sentence on the four Arabs who 
actually hijacked the plane if 
the Tunisian government com­ 
plied with a PLO request to 
hand them over. 
Al-Hout, who was a member 
of the PLO’s delegation to the 
U.N. General Assembly debate 
on Palestine, condemned guer­ 
rilla action by outlaw factions, 
such as the Tunis episode. 
“They reflect great harm on 


the Palestinian people and uii 
our struggle" he said.

Chrysler tells 
future program 


DETROIT (UPI) - Chrysler 
Corp.’s assembly plant payroll 
will be slashed in half and 
output cut by 35 per cent when 
it begins building cars again 
after a virtual shutdown be­ 
tween Thanksgiving and Jan. 6. 
The firm’s six U.S. plants 
will turn out 3,680 cars a day 
with 17,200 workers on Jan. 6, 
compared with 5,680 cars a day 
with 33,000 workers when 1975- 
model car production was at its 
peak in September. 
More than 75,000 U.S. auto 
workers leaving their jobs 
after today’s work shifts won’t 
return after the Thanksgiving 
holiday on Monday. Another 
70.000 workers already are on 
longterm layoffs that began as 
far back as last winter. 
About 55,000 of the new 
layoffs will be at Chrysler in 
addition to 20,000 Chrysler 
workers already on indefinite 
layoffs. GM will have almost 
54.000 workers off the job 
Monday. Ford already lists 
14,925 on indefinite layoff. 
The sharp Chrysler cutback 
is the company’s reaction to 
sharply slumping sales that 
saw new car deliveries so far 
this month fall 37.4 per cent 
from a year ago and a record 
inventory of unsold cars that 


could last more than 120 days. 
Chrysler 
sales 
in 
mid- 
November were off 41.7 per 
cent compared with an industry 
drop of 34.7 per cent. Mid- 
November 
figures 
for 
the 
industry were the worst since 
1960 with the exception of 1970 
when a GM strike affected 
sales. 


Unaffected by the drastic 
slash will be Chrysler’s Wind­ 
sor, 
Ont., 
assembly 
plant, 
which turns out 1,040 cars a day 
with 6,400 workers. But 1,700 
workers —about 10 per cent of 
Chrysler’s 
Canadian 
work 
force 
—w ill 
be 
idled 
indefinitely because they build 
parts for U.S. plants. 


Chrysler will build 12,000 
cars in December at the one 
plant 
that 
will 
operate 
normally. But even the St. 
Louis, Mo., that builds Fury, 
Coronet, Valiant and Dart 
models, will be reduced to a 
single shift with 2,100 workers 
on Jan. 6. That plant employs 
4,400 workers today. 


Last year, Chrysler built 
103,223 cars in December with 
the record standing at the 
156,299 the automaker built in 
December of 1967.

The other 
showed the entire Kissinger

Another sign of progress was 
the setting up of a second 
conference group

appointed

delegation meeting with the 
Chinese on what diplomats said 
was probably money matters.

Why is it the business of Democrats to 
decide which Republican is satisfactory 
to the Republican Party9 Surely any 
revision of the Amendment — and there 
is much talk of this — should disqualify 
from voting on confirmation, legislators 
from another party than the President's.

Dear Mr. Crompe: 
Through the past summer mason jars 
for home canning could not be bought: 
the glass produced went into making 
millions of throwaway beverage bottles. 
This was unfortunate, since many 
rural families, and city people also, 
depend upon home canned fruit and 
vegetables for a considerable part of 
their food With few mason jars and lids 
available, much of this surplus food that 
could have been canned for home use 
went to waste 
But no shortage of 
throwaway pop bottles was noted. 
The available supply of soda ash is 
used up in making glass for throwaway 
beverage bottles — and no soda ash is 
available for industrial uses and for 
putting m municipal drinking water. 
Scarce metals are being mined from 
the earth and thrown away in beverage 
cans. During the next century, there will 
be a shortage of all metals. We are 
starting to experience this shortage 
now. 
Currently, seven per cent of all the 
electricity used in manufacturing in 
North 
America 
goes 
into 
making 
aluminum 
A 
large 
part 
of 
this 
aluminum is thrown into landfills in the 
form of poptop cans. If poptop cans were 
banned in North America, there would 
be a saving of electrical energy, now 
going into producing aluminum, that 
would go far toward solving the present 
electrical power shortage. 
Since the large corporations that 
m anufacture 
poptop 
cans 
and 
throwaway bottles will not give up their 
corporate 
profits, 
an 
end 
to 
this 
prodigious 
waste 
of 
our 
natural 
resources must be mandated by our 
legislative bodies 
Ultimately, a law banning throwaway 
bottles and poptop cans must be passed 
by Congress. At present, two states and 
the province of British Columbia have 
the Oregon law: only bottles returnable 
for a deposit may be used for beverage 
containers. Hopefully, our California 
legislature will pass the Oregon law 
during the next legislative session. 
What can the consumer do to help? 
Stop buying any soft drinks in non- 
returnable bottles and poptop cans This 
will 
get 
the 
message 
to 
the 
big 
corporations that the people want this 
waste of our natural resources stopped.

As weeks pass by, Lompoc 
residents 
becom e 
more 
bewildered, 
confused 
and 
exasperated at the progress 
reports on what was once 
supposed to be a regional 
sewage treatment plant for 
our valley. 
Lompoc voters gave their 
stamp of approval to this 
needed project in mid-1972 
with an 86 per cent voter 
turnout on a $11.5 million bond 
issue by a margin of 6,744 to 
1,299. 
However, any resemblance 


to the project approved then, 
and now, is irrelevant. 
The regional concept of the 
program 
has 
dwindled 
to 
areas — Vandenberg Village 
and the city of Lompoc. The 
F e d e r a l 
C o r r e c t i o n a l 
Institution was the first to pull 
out. Now Mission Hills has 
decided that the costs are not 
feasible and the money cannot 
be raised and they have pulled 
out. 
Recycling 
of 
the 
wastewater, a part of the 
project which found appeal 
with most voters, has been 


abandoned. 
A 
$12 
million 
project has risen to a $17 
million project. Home sewer 
rates were to be doubled but 
now are tripled and we doubt 
seriously if the end is in sight. 
We must agree with City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers 
that 
the 
problems 
are 
“horrendous.” 
It certainly appears that 
Lompoc residents are “up the 
river" 
on 
this 
ambitious 
venture and it is hoped soon 
that somebody throws an oar 
or two to get us to shore.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - One of 
the 
argum ents against legalizing 
abortion has been that once society 
begins to violate the sanctity of life a 
little, the door is open to violate it a lot. 
Accustomed to terminating the "life” 
of unwanted fetuses the argument goes, 
the nation is increasingly discussing the 
possibilities 
of elim inating 
other 
burdensome beings. 
Regularly, the press 
reports new concepts 
of 
euthanasia 
and 
beyond. Fr. Frichard 
McCormack, learned 
Jesuit of Georgetown 
University, 
has 
an­ 
nounced his support 
for the 
removal of 
newborn infants 
with 
deformed bodies who 
have no potential for 
human relations. 
A Florida state legislator, Walter 
Sackett, has introduced a bill which 
would allow the “mercy killing” of 
Mongoloids and other retarded people. 
Then there is the hospital in Coral 
Gables, Fla., which recently went to 
court to evict a 21-year-old patient who 
has been in a coma for 16 months; the 
hospital says the patient is terminal, 
expensive, and it wants the bed space. 
But the boldest concept of all, at least 
the most far-reaching, has come from a 
respected Washington physician who is 
calling for the creation of committees 
which would be empowered to decide 
"when life may be terminated in these 
people who no longer live in a productive 
manner.” 
Dr. Darrell C. Crain, past president of 
the D.C. medical society and now head 
of this town’s Arthritis Rehabilitation

legal matter, euthanasia of various sorts 
is fairly common. There are numbers of 
infants born with grotesque maladies — 
"God only knows how many,” says an 
AMA spokesman — who are killed in 
secret by delivering doctors. 
And to be sure, there are growing 
numbers of physicians willing to let 
their patients or their patients’ families 
decided questions of life and death. 
Subscribing to the theory of "the right of 
a man to die with dignity,” doctors 
normally do not induce death in these 
cases 
but 
instead 
withdraw 
life- 
preserving medical techniques. 
Taken individually, most areas of 
euthanasia as practiced today have 
c o m p e l l i n g , 
a l w a y s 
me r c i f ul , 
rationales. 
Doctors 
who 
destroy 
deformed infants are saving the children 
from lives of horror. Yet the gnawing 
reality remains that, taken as a whole, a 
trend Dr. Veach describes as "terribly 
dangerous,” may be developing. 
Who will be next, in other words, to be 
classified 
as 
unwanted, 
inhuman, 
unnecessary, unproductive; who will be 
next to be eliminated? 
The question may be "Strangelovian” 
but then so is the answer. Dr. Crane has 
said it to the unproductive. It may still 
be ridiculous to imagine a social order 
so efficient or pressed as to legalize the 
elimination of the enfeebled or the 
senile — yet tomorrow is another day. 
Facing it, 
we might do well to 
remember the story of the society which 
one day democratically voted to send all 
people over 65 to a camp to await 
euthanasia. All went well until each 
voter himself reached 65 and then, too 
late, realized the error.
